Road Completed in Less Than 
Ninety Days, Says Mr. Snyder. 


In exactly seventeen working days 
the S-C Company of Ocean Park, 
which company is building the San 
Antonio Avenue road from Tenth 
Street north to Twenty-third Street, 
has the initial grading on that thor- 
oughfare complete and in that time 
has excavated. 16,000 square yards of 
dirt, including boulders, and if you 
failed to see that bunch of boulders 
you will not get an idea of the work, 
for words cannot describe. 

And while this grading work has 
been going on other gangs of men 
have been busy, the result being that 
10,000 feet of curb, or one-third of 
the total, is'in place, while one mile 
of the surface grading runing from 
Tenth Street north is prepared for 
the laying of concrete and 20 mule 
teams are hauling sand and rock and 
distributing it along the route that 
the concrete mixer will travel, and 
». M. Snyder of the S-C Company 
sidtes that a period of 22 days only 


will be consumed in laying concrete. | 


To supply the rock necessary for 
the concrete base two crushers are 
now at work, one at Thirteenth St., 
and another at Sixteenth Street, 
while within the week still another 
will be placed at Twentieth Street. 

And strange as it may seem Mr. 
Snyder states that although he or- 
iginally stated that it would take his 
company ninety days to build the 
road, he is guing to beat his original 
figure and the road will be complete 
in from ten to fifteen days sooner

LIFE’S WORK. 


Having had the good fortune to 
often listen to John Muir’s 
description of nature’s wondeis, and 
occasionally to hear from his own 
lips the simple, yet charming story 
of his early life, I mourn his de- 
parture from this earth he loved so 
well, writes Col William H. Holabird 


in the Los Angeles Sunday ‘Times. |
